SuBJECT.—Changes/Amendments in the Exports Control Procedure Rules and 
Regulations. 

No. 33-ETC(PN)/75.—It has been decided to make, with immedi ite effect, the 
following changes/amendments in the Export Control Procedures, Rules and Regulations 
as a measure of simplification and rationalisation 

1. Export fee abolished.—Fee payable on export applications lus been abolished The 
oxpoiters shall not, hereafter, be tcquiicd to pay any fee in respect of application foi 
a licence for axport in terms of Export (Control) Amendment Order No. E(C)0, 19(iS/ 
AM(161), dated the 6th August, 1975. 

2. Itcm.s placed on Open General Licences for Export.—A number of items have been 
placed on Open General Licences. O G.L. 3 and OGL 4 have been iuued vide H-xpoit 
(Control) Amemlmenf Order No. EfClO, 1968/AM(162), dated tho 6th August, 1975 
In rcspccl of the^c items, the exporters wilf Eot h;ive to approach the Export Trade 
Control Licensing authorities to obtain an export licence or permission to export on 
Shipping Bills. For these items the exporters should approach the Customs anthoritics 
at the port of export, with shipping bills and other prescribed doeninents.^ dnlv filled ^ in, 
as laid down, The exporters should ensure that the various conditions stipulated against 
these items in O.G.Ls arc duly complied with. The Customs authotitics will undert ike 
the necessary checks, before allowing export.

3. Export of items included in O.G.E. 4 will be allowed only through the canalising 
agency mentioned against each item in the O.G.L. However, where export is to be m.tjie 
by an associate of the designated canalising agency and shipping documents are duly 
endorsed by such agency to the effect that the export is in execution of a contract approved 
by it. the export will be allowed by the Customs in such eases ‘on account” of the 
canalising agency concerned. 

4. In the case of controlled items including those oanaliscd through agencies not in 
the Public Sector, which are not included in O.G.T.. 3 and O.G.I.. 4, the Export Trade 
Control Authorities shall continue to be the licensing authorities. 

5. Ready-made garmcnts,~In respect of ready-made garments (including in O.G.L. 3), 
the Textile Export Promotion Council (TEXPROCIL) will straightaway grant a quota 
to the exporter without asking him to first get the shipping hdls stamp-d with Customs’ 
Number and Date. After the quota has been gr rated by TEXPROCIL, and the 
consignment has been inspected by the Export Inspection Agency, the exporter should 
approach the Customs aulhorities at the port of export for export permission. The 
exporter will not be required to approach the licensing authorities. The requirement that 
the exporter shall submit a monthly report to TEXPROCIL shall continue. 

6. “On Merit” items for export.—In respect of controlled items where the policy 
indicates that export will be allowed "On Merits”, applications for export should he made 
directly to the Office of the CCI&E. New Delhi (Export Division) and not to porl 
licensing authorities. 

7. Items allowed for export wtthlii specified ceilings_-In respect of certain items in 

the controlled list, the export licensing procedures have been further simplified. Exports 
of 20 chemical items will he allowed by port licensing authorities on first-come, first-served 
basis within quantity ceilings, without reference to any other authority. A list of these 
items is given in the Annexure A to this Public Notice. 

8. Items decontrolled for export.—A number of items which were hitherto controlled 
for exports have been decontrolled, vUJe Exp<'>rt (Conirol) Ameodm'“rit Order No. EfC1G 
1968/AM(lti1). dated the 6th August, 1975. A list of these items is given in Annexure B 
to this Ptiblic Notice. 

9. Export of Human Hair has been dccanalised and decontrolled. 

10. It is clarified that expolrt of Thached Rice (Ghivda) and Puffed Rice (Murmura) 
falling Under S No 25('i) and Mango Slices in Vinecar falling under No 37 of Part B 
of Schedule I to the Exports (Control) Order, 1968. shall no longer be deemed to be 
controlled items, Export of these items will be allowed without any licensing formalities 

11. Itemss transferred from “Bmincd" to “Restricted” list for export and vice-versa.— 
Twelve items (or sub-hems) have bpen transferred from Part A to Part B in Srhednle 1 
to the Exports (Control) Order, and eleven items have been transferred from Part B to 
Part A in the said Schedule T. vide Export (Control) Amendment Order No. E(C)0, 
1968/AM(1f>l), daled the 6lh August. 1975. A list of these items is given In Annexure B 
to this Public Notice,
